IS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  been  pleased  to  order  that 
Order  in  Council  No.  1395,  dated  the  12th  day 
of  November,  1931,  made  pursuant  to  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  “  Weekly  Half-holiday  Act,” 
chapter  273  of  the  “  Revised  Statutes  of  British 
Columbia,  1924,”  whereby  the  business  of  auto¬ 
mobile  service-stations  was  declared  exempt 
from  the  provisions  of  the  Act  as  to  the  weekly 
half-holiday,  be  amended  by  adding  thereto  the 
following: — 

“  The  business  of  automobile  service-stations 
within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of 
Prince  Rupert  shall  not  include,  nor  be  deemed 
to  include: — 

“(a.)  Shops,  garages,  or  premises  where  the 
business  of  repairing,  reconditioning, 
painting,  or  otherwise  working  on  or 
improving  motor-vehicles  of  every 
kind  and  description  within  the  defini¬ 
tion  of  ‘  motor-vehicle  ’  in  the  1  Motor- 
vehicle  Act’: 

“( b .)  Shops,  garages,  show-rooms,  and  other 
premises  where  any  new  motor-vehicle 
is  offered  or  displayed  for  sale,  it 
being  understood  that  a  new  motor- 
vehicle  shall  be  and  be  deemed  to  be 
one  which  has  not  heretofore  been 
operated  on  the  highways  of  this 
Province,  and  for  which  no  licence  has 
been  issued  to  an  owner  under  the 
provisions  of  section  4  of  the  1  Motor- 
vehicle  Act  ’: 

“  (c.)  Shops,  garages,  or  premises  where 
spare  parts  for  motor-vehicles  of  any 
description  are  kept  for  sale  or  dis¬ 
tribution.”

“  SHOPS  REGULATION  AND  WEEKLY 
HALF-HOLIDAY  ACT.” 

IS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  been  pleased  to  order  that, 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Shops  Regu¬ 
lation  and  Weekly  Half-holiday  Act,”  the 
trades  and  businesses  hereinafter  set  forth  be, 
within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of 
Prince  Rupert,  declared  exempt  from  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  said  Act  as  to  the  weekly  half¬ 
holiday: — 

1.  Shops,  garages,  or  premises  where  the 
business  of  repairing,  reconditioning,  painting, 
or  otherwise  working  on  or  improving  motor- 
vehicles  of  every  kind  and  description  within 
the  definition  of  “  motor-vehicle  ”  in  the 
“  Motor-vehicle  Act  ” : 

2.  Shops,  garages,  show-rooms,  and  other 
premises  where  any  new  motor-vehicle  is 
offered  or  displayed  for  sale,  it  being  under¬ 
stood  that  a  new  motor-vehicle  shall  be  and  be 
deemed  to  be  one  which  has  not  heretofore  been 
operated  on  the  highways  of  this  Province,  and 
for  which  no  licence  has  been  issued  to  an 
owner  under  the  provisions  of  section  4  of  the 
“  Motor-vehicle  Act  ”: 

3.  Shops,  garages,  or  premises  whei’e  spai’e 
parts  for  motor-vehicles  of  any  description  are 
kept  for  sale  or  distribution. 

Provided  always  that  these  exemptions  are 
subject  to  the  following  conditions  and  restric¬ 
tions: — 

(a.)  All  premises  or  businesses  above  re¬ 
ferred  to  shall  be  closed  for  the  serving 
of  or  service  to  customers  or  patrons 
not  later  than  one  o’clock  in  the  after¬ 
noon  of  Saturday  in  every  week,  and 
shall  remain  so  closed  until  the  follow¬ 
ing  Monday,  and  no  employer  shall  re¬ 
quire  or  permit  any  of  his  employees  to 
remain  in  his  shop  for  a  longer  period 
than  thirty  minutes  after  such  closing 
hour.  Provided  further  that  any  such 
garage  or  shop  where  the  business  of 
repairing  motor-vehicles  is  carried  on 
may  make  emergency  repairs  for  own¬ 
ers  or  operators  of  motor-vehicles  and 
may  retain  on  the  premises  after  the 
said  hour  for  the  said  purposes  such 
of  its  employees  as  may  be  necessary 
to  effect  such  emergency  repairs;  and 
the  expression  “  emergency  repairs  ” 
shall  and  shall  be  deemed  to  mean: — 
( 1.)  Only  such  essential  repairs  as  are 
required  to  enable  a  motor-vehicle  to 
operate  on  the  highway  if  the  time 
necessary  to  complete  such  repairs  does 
not  exceed  one  hour: 

(2.)  Repairs  for  owners  or  operators 
of  motor-vehicles  residing  outside  the 
City  of  Prince  Rupert,  and  essential  to 
enable  such  motor-vehicle  to  operate  on 
the  highway: 

(ft.)  All  shops,  businesses,  garages,  premises, 
show-rooms,  and  premises  included 
within  the  above-named  exemptions 
which  shall  not  be  closed  from  one 
o’clock  on  Saturday  afternoon  in  every 
week  as  hereinabove  provided  until  the 
following  Monday,  shall  be  and  be 
deemed  to  be  removed  from  the  scope 
and  effect  of  such  exemptions  and  shall 
not  be  included  therein  and  shall  be  in 
all  ways  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
the  said  “  Shops  Regulation  and  Week¬ 
ly  Half-holiday  Act  ”  as  if  the  said  ex¬ 
emptions  had  not  been  granted.

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto.

103.  (1.)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  in¬ 
corporation  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate 
by  reference  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts 
relating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by 
such  Bills:  Special  grounds  shall  be  estab¬
